DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the 
United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United States and was 
published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Sakuma et al 
(US 6,709,552). Sakuma discloses a papermaking belt, suitable as a shoe press belt, comprising 
a base layer 2 and at least one resin layer 3 on the inner shoe side of the base layer and/or on the 
outer side of the base layer, wherein the thickness of the opposite side edge parts of a resin layer 
is smaller than that of the middle part thereof. See Figures l(a)-(d), which show that the resin 
layer having reduced thickness at the edges can be on either side of the base layer. This resin 
layer is trapezoidal shaped. Figures 2(a)-(c) and 3(a)-(c) show sample dimensions of the belt. 
Belt 2(a) has an original total thickness of 3.0 mm, and belts 2(b) and 2(c) have a reduced 
thickness of 2.4 mm, which is a 0.6 mm or 20% reduction from the original thickness. The 
central portion of the belt maintains the original thickness. Figure 4 shows the belt as part of a 
shoe press arrangement, wherein the nip pressure is regulated by the applied shoe pressure.
